OUR  MAJESTIC 
ROCKIES 

The  Canadian  Rocky 
Mountains  offer  visitors  the 
chance  to  experience  the 
majesty  and  unrelenting 
beauty  of  nature  untamed. 
First-class  roads  and 
affordable  accommodation 
are  the  only  additions  we've 
made  to  these  fabulous 
natural  attractions. 
Otherwise  they  stand 
untouched  as  they  have 
since  well  before  the  dawn 
of  man. 

Alberta's  Rockies  are 
blessed  with  four  spectacular 
parks.  Jasper  and  Banff 
National  Parks,  Kananaskis 
Country,  and  Waterton 
Lakes  National  Park.  While 
all  four  areas  offer  spectacu- 
lar summer  sightseeing 
opportunities,  each  has  its 
own  unique  attractions. 


Banff  National  Park,  a 
one  and  a half  hour  drive 
west  of  Calgary,  is  right  in 
the  heart  of  the  Rockies. 
There  are  two  internation- 
ally famous  resorts  in  this 
park,-  Lake  Louise  and  Banff. 
The  picturesque  alpine 
town  of  Banff  offers  ‘ 
something  for  everyone. 

You  can  spendhalfa  day  just 
browsing  through  the 
charming  boutiques  on  the 
main  street.  Here  you  will 
find  work  from  Canadian 
artisans  that  can't  be  bought 
anywhere  else  in  the  world. 
There  are  fine  restaurants, 
cafes  and  bars,  and  let's  not 
forget  the  enchanting  Banff 
Springs  Hotel. 

The  magnificent  scale  of 
this  establishment  is 
dwarfed  only  by  the  vast 
majesty  of  the  surrounding 
mountainscape.  If  you're  not 
actually  staying  in  the  hotel, 


a meal  in  the  grandeur  of 
one  of  her  many  dining 
rooms  is  an  absolute  must. 
When  visiting  the  Banff 
region,  be  sure  to  ride  the 
scenic  gondola,-  it  offers  a 
bird's  eye  view  of  the 
region.  At  the  top  of 
Sulphur  Mountain  you'll 
find  a 360  degree  panoramic 
observation  deck,-  and  any 
time  is  tea-time  at  the 
highest  tea  house  in  the 
Rockies. 

Less  than  an  hour  down 
the  road  from  Banff  is  the 
Lake  Louise  resort  area. 


Chateau  Lake  Louise.  This 
landmark  530-room  hotel  rests  on  the 
shores  of  Lake  Louise.

Here  you'll  find  the 
magnificent  Lake  Louise, 
named  after  one  of  Queen 
Victoria's  daughters.  The 
majestic  530-room  Chateau 
Lake  Louise  overlooks  a 
picture  post  card  view 
highlighting  the  Victoria 
Glacier,  which  was  named 
after  the  dowager  Queen. 
The  village  of  Lake  Louise 
provides  visitor  services  and 
access  to  numerous  hiking 
trails. 

Kananaskis,  south-east 
of  Banff  and  just  an  hour's 
drive  west  from  downtown 
Calgary,  is  a multi-use 
recreational  area  with 
facilities  for  picnicking, 
camping,  hiking  and  horse- 
back riding  as  well  as  a 
multitude  of  summer  and 
winter  sports  activities.

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Wildlife  enthusiasts  will  find 
many  opportunities  to 
observe  moose,  elk,  bighorn 
sheep,  and  perhaps  even 
golden  eagles,  in  their 
mountain  wilderness  habitat. 

Between  Lake  Louise  and 
Jasper  lies  230  km  (143 
miles)  of  a fantastic  scenic 
drive  known  as  the  Icefields 


Columbia  Icefield.  Between  Lake 
Louise  and  Jasper  you'll  find 
spectacular  glacial  fields  with 
Snowcoach  tours  and  an  interpretive 
centre.  A 

Jasper  Tramway.  Located  i km  (4 

miles)  south  of  Jasper,  the  tram  whisks 
up  The  Whistlers  Mountain  to  an 
altitude  of  2,464  metres  (8,084  feet),  w 


Parkway.  It's  a take-your- 
breath-away  tour  that  rivals 
any  in  the  world.  Along  the 
way  you'll  see  glorious 
glaciers  and  wonderful 
waterfalls.  The  awe-inspir- 
ing Athabasca  Falls  is  a 


particular  favorite.  There's 
an  interpretive  centre,  hotel 
and  restaurant  at  our  most 
visited  glacier:  the 
Athabasca  Glacier,  part  of 
the  Columbia  Icefield.  And 
you  can  actually  ride  on  it 
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by  taking  one  of  Brewster 
Transportation  and  Tours' 
spectacular  "snowcoach" 
excursions.  These  55  minute 
tours  are  available  from  late 
May  to  late  September. 

Jasper,  our  most 
northerly  mountain  park,  is 
just  a four  hour  drive  west  of 
Edmonton.  This  stunning 
National  Park  is  also  home 
to  beautiful  waterways.  The 
most  visited  of  which  is  the 
sensational  Maligne  Lake, 
the  second  largest  glacial 
lake  in  the  world.  From  June 
to  September  you  can  take  a 
two  hour  scenic  cruise  to  see 
Spirit  Island,  famous  for  its 
mysterious  tranquility. 

For  a fantastic  vantage 
point  of  the  Rockies,  take 
the  Jasper  Tramway. 

Located  7 km  (4  miles) 
south  of  Jasper,  the  tram 
whisks  up  The  Whistlers 
Mountain  to  an  altitude  of 
2,464  metres  (8,084  feet).  It 
runs  April  through  October. 


Or,  keeping  your  feet  on  the 
ground,  visit  Miette  Hot 
Springs,-  60  km  (38  miles) 
east  of  Jasper.  These  springs 
are  the  warmest  in  the 
Canadian  Rockies.  They're 
open  mid-May  to  mid-Sep- 
tember with  bathing  suit 
and  towel  rental  available. 

Travel  south  from  Banff 
and  Kananaskis  to  the 
province's  southwestern 
corner  and  you'll  find  the 
serenity  of  Waterton  Lakes 
National  Park.  In  1932  this 
beautiful  area  joined  its 
neighbor  Glacier  National 
Park  in  Montana  to  form  the 
world's  first  international 
Peace  Park. 

All  of  Alberta's  alpine 
villages  are  as  attractive  as 
their  idyllic  surroundings. 
They  offer  visitors  fine 
accommodation,  good  food, 
unique  shopping  oppor- 
tunities and  a thoroughly 
relaxed  atmosphere.

We  have  no  less  than  60 
provincial  parks  and  more 
than  100  designated 
recreation  areas.  And  the 
diversity  of  scenery  in  these 
is  matched  only  by  the 
diversity  of  wild  animal  and 
bird  life.

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'eventy  million  years  ago,  Alberta  was  a 
thriving  dominion  of  prehistoric  life.  Many 
skeletal  and  fossil  remains  have  been 
unearthed,  including  a complete  skeleton  of 
the  massive  Tyrannosaurus  Rex.  It's  just  one 
of  the  hundreds  of  rich  discoveries  in  the 
'Valley  of  the  Dinosaurs". 


A NATURAL 
PHENOMENON 

An  hour  and  a half's  drive 
north-east  of  Calgary  is  an 
area  that  was  once  ruled  by  a 
variety  of  dinosaurs.  It's 
here,  in  the  Badlands  of  the 
Red  Deer  River  Valley,  that 
many  significant  finds  have 
been  made. 

One  of  the  best  ways  to 
experience  the  extraordinary 
natural  phenomenon  of  the 
Badlands  is  to  drive  the 
Dinosaur  Trail.  The  trail  is  a 
48  km  (30  mile)  loop  going 
west  of  Drumheller.  It 
provides  a fascinating 
insight  into  the  geographic 
history  of  the  land,  and 
awe-inspiring  views  of  this 
unique  physiographic 
region. 

It's  part  of  a region  that 
was  once  completely 
covered  by  an  inland  sea 
extending  all  the  way  from 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  And  it 
was  here,  in  about  1874,  that 
the  first  explorers  began 
finding  the  fantastic 
skeletons  buried  in  the 
muddy  banks  of  the  Red 
Deer  River. 

Five  minutes  from 
downtown  Drumheller  is 
the  already  famous  Tyrrell 
Museum  of  Palaeontology. 
Conceived  as  a living 


museum  with  an  emphasis 
on  furthering  research,  it 
affords  opportunities  to  see 
ongoing  site  work. 

You'll  view  fossils  tracing 
the  evolution  of  life, 
hands-on  exhibits,  and  one 
of  the  world's  largest 
collections  of  dinosaur 
remains,  with  specimens 
ranging  from  eggs  to 
colossal  full-grown 
dinosaurs. 

While  the  museum  is 
ideal  for  the  whole  family, 


The  Tyrrell  Museum.  Visitors

you'll  find  children  get  a 
special  thrill  from  seeing 
life-sized  dinosaur  recon- 
structions for  the  first  time. 

All  this,  plus  demonstra- 
tions, trips  to  excavation 
sites  and  fossil  hunts  have 
helped  to  put  the  museum 
into  the  ranks  of  Canada's 
top  five  museum  attendance 
draws. 

Admission  is  free,  but 
donations  are  welcome.  The 
museum  is  open  nine  till 
nine  seven  days  a week  in 


the  summer  months  (ten  till 
five  and  closed  Mondays 
from  October  to  April) . The 
museum  has  a cafeteria  for 
your  convenience,  because 
it  will  take  you  a full  day  to 
soak  up  everything  this 
wonderful  facility  has  to 
offer. 

Just  1 km  (0.6  miles)  west 
of  Drumheller  is  the 
Prehistoric  Park.  A fun  place 
to  take  the  kids,  featuring 
giant  replicas  of  dinosaurs  as 
they  may  have  looked 
roaming  the  Badlands.  The 
park  also  has  a museum  of 
cretaceous  and  local  fossils. 

140  km  (85  miles) 
south-east  of  Drumheller,  or 
50  km  (30  miles)  north-east 
of  Brooks,  is  a UNESCO 
World  Heritage  Site: 
Dinosaur  Provincial  Park. 
The  Field  Station  of  the 
Tyrrell  Museum  of 
Palaeontology  is  located  in 
this  fascinating  15,000  acre 
park  which  provides  a 
breathtaking  glimpse  into 
prehistoric  past. 

It  is  the  site  of  one  of  the 
most  extensive  dinosaur 
fields  in  the  world  where 
you  may  watch  finds  being 
examined.  There  are  daily 
interpretive  programs,  self 
guided  walks  and  bus  tours.

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ROOTS 

A multitude  of  cultures  can 
claim  a role  in  the  making  of 
Alberta.  Our  heritage  is 
born  of  a bond  with  the  land 
and  a desire  to  succeed. 
Throughout  the  province, 
you'll  discover  evidence  of 
this  rich  heritage,  an 
intricately  woven  tapestry 
that  adds  color  to  an  already 
vivid  landscape. 

PIONEERS 

Albertans,  like  most  North 
Americans,  can  trace  their 
ancestry  to  a variety  of 
ethnic  backgrounds.  And  it 
is  with  much  pride  in  their 
heritage  that  they  maintain 
the  traditions  and  customs 
of  their  forebears.  This  is 
vividly  illustrated  in 
countless  festivals  that  take 
place  around  the  province. 

The  Ukrainian  Cultural 
Heritage  Village,  50  km  (31 
miles)  east  of  Edmonton,  is  a 
fine  example.  Year-round, 
you  can  follow  the 
fascinating  story  of  these 
colorful  immigrants  from 
the  Ukraine  to  East  Central 
Alberta.  Numerous  historic 


buildings  can  be  visited,  and 
costumed  interpreters 
re-enact  the  lifestyles  of 
pioneer  settlers. 

Travel  a few  extra 
kilometres  to  Vegreville 
where  you  will  find  a seven 
metre  (23  foot)  tall  Easter 
Egg.  We  all  love  Eastfer  Eggs, 
called  Pysanka  in  Ukrainian, 
but  it's  not  everywhere  that 
you  can  find  one  constructed 
from  over  3,500  pieces  of 
aluminum  and  weighing 
2,270  kg  (5,004  lbs). 


Nikka  Yuko  Japanese  Gardens. 
Built  in  1967  as  a centennial  project 
by  the  City  of  Lethbridge  and  its 
Japanese  residents,  these  authentic 
gardens  are  a place  of  contemplation 
and  peace.  ► 


NATIVE  CULTURE 

The  North  American  Indian 
culture  is  very  much  a 
vibrant  part  of  Alberta's 
make-up.  You'll  notice  many 
of  the  place  names  here  are 
Indian  names  or  literal 
translations  of  them. 

One  of- the  North 
American  Indian  heritage 
sites  in  the  province, 
"Head-Smashed- In  Buffalo 
Jump,"  was  designated  a 


Pysanka.  The  annual  Pysanka 
Festival  in  Vegreville  celebrates  the  rich 
heritage  of  Alberta's  Ukrainian 
people.  ▼ 


“Head-Smashed-In  Buffalo 
Jump."  Located  just  west  of  Fort 
Macleod,  this  is  the  largest  and  best 
preserved  buffalo  jump  in  North  America. 
It  was  last  used  in  the  i88o's.  a 

world  heritage  site  by 
UNESCO  in  1981.  The 
jump  was  used  for  more  than 
5,600  years  by  Plains 
Indians  to  drive  bison  to 
their  deaths  to  obtain  food 
and  materials  for  clothing 
and  shelter. 

The  site,  which  is  open 
year-round,  is  located  50  km 
(36  miles)  west  of  Lethbridge 
in  Southern  Alberta.  It 
boasts  a fascinating  new 


interpretive  centre  and 
knowledgeable,  friendly 
guides. 

A TOUCH  OF 
THE  ORIENT 

When  your  route  takes  you 
near  Lethbridge,  be  sure  to 
pay  a visit  to  the  Nikka  Yuko 
Japanese  Gardens. 

These  authentic  gardens 
of  meditation  were  created 
in  1967  as  a symbol  of 
friendship  between  the 
peoples  of  Japan  and 
Canada.  They're  open  from 
mid-May  to  mid-October. 
Escorted  tours  are  provided 
by  guides  in  traditional 
Japanese  kimonos. 


Indian  artifacts  in  the 
Glenbow  Museum,  Calgary. 
Year-round  you'll  find  fascinating 
displays  of  Indian  and  Inuit 
art/artijacts  and  exhibits  which  trace 
western  Canadian  history  from  the  fur 
trading  days  through  to  the  oil  boom.

AN  OASIS  ON 
THE  PRAIRIE 

A short  forty- five  minutes 
south-east  of  Medicine  Hat 
are  the  Cypress  Hills.  Rising 
from  the  surrounding  prairie 
to  an  altitude  of  1,462  metres 
(approx.  4,800  feet),  it  is  one 
of  the  few  areas  in  Western 
Canada  unaltered  by  the  last 
glacial  period. 

The  result  is  a unique 
climate  and  vegetation  zone 
which  supports  no  less  than 
14  varieties  of  orchids  and 
over  200  species  of  birds. 
Watch  also  for  the  wild 
turkey,  moose  and  deer  that 
inhabit  this  lush  prairie  oasis. 


BURIED  TREASURE 

Some  of  our  buried  treasure 
dates  back  even  further  than 
the  dinosaurs.  Our  province 
is  blessed  with  substantial 
mineral  deposits.  Yes,  there's 
still  gold  in  some  of  "them 
thar  hills.''  And  coal.  And 
perhaps  most  valuable  of 
all  - oil! 

You  may  well  see  oil 
derricks  dotted  around  the 
province.  Our  most  innova- 
tive oil  extraction  plant  is  at 
Fort  McMurray,  in  the 
north-east.  Here,  oil  is 
recovered  from  the  rich  tar 
sands  by  an  intricate 
extraction  process. 


The  Oil  Sands  Interpretive 
Centre  in  Fort  McMurray  is 
open  year-round  with 
exciting  hands-on  exhibits 
and  equipment  displays.

STAMPEDE  CITY 

Originally  a North  West 
Mounted  Police  Fort, 
prosperity  brought  by 
ranching  and  an  oil  boom 
helped  build  this  dynamic 
metropolis  and  earned  it  this 
nickname.  A three  hour 
drive  (or  40  minute  flight) 
from  Edmonton,  Calgary 
has  a population  of  well  over 
half  a million  inhabitants. 

AN  OLYMPIC 
LEGACY 

February  1988  brought  the 
XVth  Olympic  Winter 
Games  to  Calgary.  While 
warm  memories  of  this 
spectacular  event  live  on  in 
the  hearts  of  Calgarians, 
other  more  permanent 
Olympic  legacies  remain  to 
be  enjoyed  by  future  visitors. 

One  of  them,  the 
Olympic  Saddledome, 
proudly  boasts  the  world's 
largest  free-span  concrete 
roof,  in  the  shape  of  a giant 
saddle  (reversed  hyperbolic 
paraboloid).  It  also  has  the 
distinction  of  being  home  to 
the  Calgary  Flames,  the 


Calgary  Tower.  The  Olympic 
spirit  burned  brightly  from  atop  the 
Calgary  Tower  during  the 
XV  Olympic  Winter  Games,  a 
National  Hockey  League's 
1989  Stanley  Cup 
Champions. 

ii : total,  five  new  facilities 
were  built  for  the  Games 
and  they  make  for  fascinat- 


ing viewing.  The  city 
proudly  shows  off  the  many 
retrospective  Olympic 
exhibits,  hands-on  displays, 
and  videos  in  the  Hall  of 
Fame  at  Canada  Olympic 
Park. 

SO  MUCH  TO  SEE 
AND  DO 

Calgary  is  full  of  surprises.  In 
fact,  the  only  thing  you  can 
be  sure  of  is  that  you'll  never 
run  out  of  things  to  do.  Visit 
Heritage  Park  and  step  back 
80  years  to  explore  an 
authentic  Albertan  frontier 
town.  Or,  for  an  even 
stronger  flavor  of  the  wild 
west,  come  to  the  city  in  the 
first  two  weeks  of  July  when 
Stampede  rodeo  fever  hits 
the  city. 

There's  the  Calgary  Zoo 
and  Prehistoric  Park,  one  of 
North  America's  best-de- 
signed and  most  interesting 
zoological  parks.  It  features 
over  300  living  species  and 
many  life-size  replicas  of 
ancient  dinosaurs. 

Kids  also  love  visiting 
Calaway  Park,  6 km  (4  miles) 


west  of  Calgary.  This  is 
Western  Canada's  first  major 
theme  park.  It  boasts  over 
50  exciting  rides  and 
amusements,  in  addition  to 
several  special  events 


scheduled  throughout  the 
summer  season. 

Calgary  also  has  Western 
Canada's  highest  restaurant 
which  revolves  at  the  top  of 
the  190  metre  (626  foot) 
high  Calgary  Tower.  Up 
here  you'll  find  a wonderful 
panoramic  view  of  Calgary 
and  the  Rocky  Mountains 
beyond. 

There  are  numerous 
attractions  and  events  for 
arts  and  science  lovers.  The 
Calgary  Centre  for  the 
Performing  Arts  contains 

Calgary's  Prehistoric  Park. 

Visitors  can  step  70  million  years  into 
the  past  and  meet  dinosaurs 
face-to-snout  at  Calgary's  Zoo  and 
Prehistoric  Park.

THE  GREATEST 
SHOWS  ON  EARTH 

The  Calgary  Stampede  was 
started  by  Guy  Weadick,  a 
gifted  cowboy  showman,  in 
1912.  It  was  later  dubbed 
'The  greatest  outdoor  show 
on  earth".  Today  the 
Stampede  means  potential 
fame  and  fortune  for 
talented  cowboys  in  one  of 
North  America's  best  known 
rodeos. 

But  it's  not  just  for  the 
cowboys.  Calgary  loves  to 
host  a good  party,  and  this  is 
a terrific  one.  For  ten  days  in 
the  first  half  of  July, 
Stampede  fever  takes  over 
the  whole  city.  Spur  of  the 
moment  parties,  street 
dances  and  parades, 
pancake  breakfasts  and  wild 
entertainment  is  all  around. 
All  you  need  to  join  in  the 
fun  is  a ten  gallon  hat  and  a 
smile. 

Another  celebration  that 
colorfully  illustrates  our 
frontier  heritage  is  Edmon- 
ton's Klondike  Days.  Taking 
place  on  the  heels  of  the 
Stampede,  for  ten  days  in 
the  latter  half  of  July,  it 
transports  the  whole  city 
back  a hundred  years  to  the 
time  when  there  was  'gold 
in  them  thar  hills.'' 

Locals  and  visitors  dress 
in  period  costumes  and 
relive  the  gold  rush  with 


parades,  parties,  gold-pan- 
ning, the  celebrated 
Sourdough  Raft  Race  and 
real  kick-up-your-heels 
enthusiasm. 

In  addition  to  these  major 
events,  virtually  every  town 
in  Alberta  has  its  own  fair 
and  rodeo  in  the  summer 
months.  Many  of  these 
small  town  rodeos  let  you 
get  so  close  you  can  almost 
taste  the  action.  Many  of 
these  events  are  part  of  the 
Canadian  professional 
rodeo  circuit.

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TAKE  IN 
THE  SITES 

As  well  as  our  summer 
festivals,  there  are  plenty  of 

other  opportunities  to  catch 
up  with  the  past.  Forts  and 
towns  have  been  painstak- 
ingly restored  and  recreated 
to  reflect  the  settling  years 
of  the  last  century. 


Fort  Macleod  Museum.  This 
intriguing  site  depicts  life  as  it  was  in 
North  West  Mounted  Police  forts 


All  are  open  to  the 
public,  some  have  their  own 
interpretive  centres,  and 
one,  Fort  Macleod  Museum, 
has  become  part  of  Western 
Canada's  first  and  only 
designated  Provincial 
Historic  Area. 

The  town  of  Rocky 
Mountain  House  grew  from 
busy  fur  trading  posts  built 
between  1799  and  1875.  It's 
here  you'll  find  one  of  the 
oldest  pottery  studios  in 
Alberta  where  you  can 
watch  skilled  glass  and 
pottery  craftsmen  at  work. 
Just  4.8  km  (3  miles)  to  the 
south-west  is  Alberta's  onlv 


National  Historic  Park, 
where  the  remains  of  fur 
trading  posts  can  be  seen. 

Another  must  if  you're 
seeking  an  authentic 
glimpse  into  our  pioneer 


past  is  Calgary's  Heritage 
Park.  Situated  a few  minutes 
from  downtown  Calgary, 
this  26.7  hectare  (66  acre) 
park  provides  a unique 
opportunity  to  explore  a 


Heritage  Park.  This  perfect  replica 
of  a pioneer  town  contains  many 
restored  buildings  that  have  been 
moved  here  intact  from  their  original 
locations.  A,

PLANES

CUSTOMS  AND 
IMMIGRATION 

Check  with  your  travel 
agent  or  nearest  Canadian 
Consulate  to  determine 
passport  and  visa  require- 
ments. Citizens  or  perma- 
nent residents  of  the  U.S.A. 
do  not  require  passports  or 
visas,  but  must  provide 
proof  of  citizenship  upon 
request.  Persons  under  18 
should  have  a letter  of 
authorization  from  a parent 
or  guardian  to  travel  into 
Canada. 


INTERNAL 

TRANSPORTATION 

Getting  around  once  you're 
here  i-s  no  problem  either. 
All  the  major  car  and 
camper  rental  companies  are 
represented.  It's  easy  to 
book  ahead  through  your 
travel  agent.  Calgary  and 
Edmonton  have  ultra-effi- 
cient public  bus  and  light 
rail  transportation  services.

The  average  summer 
minimum  is  10  degrees 
Celsius  (50F),  the  average 
maximum  being  23  degrees 
Celsius  (74F).  Mountain 
areas  are  usually  warm  in 
mid-summer,  spring  and  fall. 
Nights  in  the  mountains  are 
cool  in  the  spring  and  fall. 
Winter  temperatures  are 
milder  in  Alberta  than  most 
people  expect.  The  average 
minimum  temperature  in 
January/February  is  -16 
degrees  Celsius  (3F). 
Average  winter  maximums 
range  from  - 1 degree 
Celsius  (30F)  to  -10  degrees 
Celsius  (15F). 


WHAT  SHOULD 
YOU  BRING? 

In  mid-summer,  if  you  are 
going  to  spend  some  time  in 
the  mountains,  bring  a warm 
sweater  or  jacket.  Other- 
wise, light  summer  clothing 
will  be  all  you  need.  For 
spring  and  fall,  you  should 
have  a light  coat  or  warm 
jacket.  You  will  need  a heavy 
coat,  gloves,  and  warm 
clothing,  preferably  worn  in 
layers,  during  winter. 

Sports  equipment  and 
personal  goods  can  be 
brought  into  Alberta  by 
declaring  them  at  Canadian 
customs.  If  you  plan  to  take 
Canadian  purchases  home 
with  you,  it  is  advisable  to 
check  on  duty  charges  with 
appropriate  authorities  in 
your  country.
